"WASHINGTON. Aug. 4.—General 
Blot, 
commander of 
the military 
forces of the late President Guil- 
laume of Haiti, who was killed by a

Eight of the outer forts have been 
stormed, according to these advices, and the possibility of the 
Russian forces within the citadel escaping is constantly dimin- 
ishing.
